FATAL STRIKE RIOTS. 


Several Persons Were Thrown From

Chicago, Sept A—An explosion In 
the store of Stanley R. Graham, dealer 
in paints and wall paper, North State 
street, at 4 o'clock this morning par¬ 
tially wrecked the building and threw 
out of bed several persons who were 
asleep on the second floor, but no one 
was injured.

The spot where' the accident 
occurred Is about 42 miles from Toron¬ 
to. between Celedon and Cardwell 
Junction, and is what is known as the 
"Horseshoe." Just before approaching 
this place the train coming east begins 
the descent of the mountain where 
there is a very steep grade. The steel 
on the Horseshoe is the heaviest ob¬ 
tainable. as this is known to be a bad 
spot. There are deep ditches, cuts and 
banks. 

It Is supposed that the enlgneer lo«t 
control of the train coming dow'n the 
steep grade of the mountain and that 
in plunging around the Horseshoe the 
train was ditched. 

A relief train, consisting of an engine 
and three coaelien-left Toronto Junc¬ 
tion and brought In the Injured. Two 
doctors accompanied the train, taking 
with them a corps of nurses who cared 
for the more seriously injured. The 
injured were taken to the Western hos¬ 
pital. 

The C. P. R. officials state that the 
train was timed to leave Markdale at 

6.30 in charge of Engineer Hart. About 

9.30 the train pulled Into Orangeville 
an hour late. When It left that town 
It was crowded. The run from Orange¬ 
ville w f as down grade, and the accident 
took place nine miles from there.

TO PAINT KING’S PORTRAIT. 


As a penalty for hreaklng the Domin¬ 
ion Immigration Act respecting stow¬ 
aways a fine of $350 has been imposed 
on the German steamer Wangard, (“apt. 
Rruhn, from which seven Japaai'se 
were surreptitiously landed at Union 
Bay recently. 

Capt. Bruhn has been In the city for 
three days past and has been confer¬ 
ring with Dr. Milne, medical Inspector 
and Immigration agent, hero, and Dr. 
Watt, quarantine officer. In addition to 
fining the vessel, Dr. Milne has order¬ 
ed that the seven Japanese are to be 
deported, and that^the captain must 
pay for their maintenance during the. 
time they have been in gaol, and on 
board the vessel In dock. The steamer 
will leave •again on Friday for Guay- 
a mas, and Georg • H. Roe. customs col¬ 
lector at Union Bay, has been Instruct¬ 
ed to attend to the deportation of the 
men. 

The Wangard arrived at William 
Head from Guayamas a short time ago 
and reported at quarantine, but the 
seven Japanese were concealed during 
the time that the quarantine ^officer 
was making his Inspection. At Vfnlon 
Bay the vessel was entered, but the 
seven men were not accounted for, and 
on the night of^uguat 17th. they were 
secretly landed. In some way the 
knowledge of this surreptitious landing 
came to the ears of the authorities, and 
Dr. Milne at once notified the provin¬ 
cial police to apprehend the men An 
exceptionally smart piece of work, for 
which Dr. Milne has tendered his 
thanks to Supt. Hussey, resulted In the 
capture of the w*hole batch within 24 
hours after the police were notified.

Sept. 2.—It hr believed 
here that the assassination of the Per¬ 
sian premier and minister of the fn- 
terlor, Mlrza All Asghar Khan, who 
was shot and instantly killed as he was 
leaving the National Council at Teher¬ 
an, August 31st. was planned by the 
secret societies which have their head¬ 
quarters at Haku and are said to have 
bound themselves to uphold the con¬ 
stitution.

A display of the fruits, cereals, and 
flowers of Victoria and surrounding 
district at the principal fairs of the 
middle provinces was an Important 
step toward acquainting prospective 
settlers from the plains with the fer¬ 
tility of our soul, and the kindly char¬ 
acter of our climate. From reports re¬ 
ceived from Independent and disinter¬ 
ested sources It is evident that it made 
an Impression upon those In attend¬ 
ance at the fairs in question which 
should be reflected in the number of 
visitors to Victoria this fall. 

While this is the case, the obvious 
and logical thing now to be done, is to 
make such a showing at the Victoria 
exhibition that prairie people, of whom 
there should be a large number In the 
city this month, will be convinced that 
our display at Winnipeg and Bran¬ 
don was not a hand picked one. As a 
matter of fact th«^ fruits and evert the 
flowers at our own fair should be **ery 
much superior to that sent east, be¬ 
cause of ihe more favorable season, 
and the absence of the handicap which 
the transportation of exhibits always 
entails. 

The directors of the Victoria fair 
have beon notified that some of the 
Mainland districts Intend making ex¬ 
hibits here. They are cordially wel¬ 
come. But the districts of Saanich, of 
Cowlchan, of Salt Spring and others 
which might be named, cannot afford 
to be outdone by thos^ localities which 
He further afield. Let every person 
interested In the welfare of this por¬ 
tion of the province co-operate to 
make the exhibits at the forthcoming 
fair thoroughly representative, and 
thus confirm the good impression 
which the Victoria district display 
made at ^he different prairie centres. 

SUPREME COURT TROUBLE8. 

Differences of opinion between mem¬ 
bers of the judiciary are fortunately 
rare, or are at least seldom publicly 
expressed. Upon those Infrequent oc¬ 
casions when they become matters of 
common knowledge, the pyess and the 
public refrain as far as possible from 
criticism, the feeling being general 
that nothing should be done which 
■would tend to destroy the deep seated 
regard which Britons hold for the 
bench, and their profound regard for 
the Impartial administration of Jus¬ 
tice In this country,. 

The press of the province has ad¬ 
hered to this commendable rule in 
connection with the unfortunate dis¬ 
agreement between certain members of 
ths Supreme Court bench in British 
Columbia, comment having In almost 
every Instance where it was advanced, 
been marked by restraint, and good 
taste. We think the feeling was gen¬ 
eral that the Attorney-General's de¬ 
partment which framed the rules under 
which the trouble has arisen, would 
take action to terminate the trouble, 
and in expectation of this, comment 
was reserved. 

We are now informed, however, that 
ths executive council has declined to 
take any action whatever, either by 
repealing the rule which Is complained 
of, or by taking steps to establish Ita 
validity and thus settle the whole mat¬ 
ter Qnaily. The effect will, of course 
be, to continue the condition of af¬ 
fairs whloh has already led to irrita¬ 
tion and to vexatious delays in the 
dispatch of the business of the Supreme 
court.

8lr Walter Roper Lawrence, K. C. I. E.. 
private secretary to Lord Curson. of 
Keddlestone, late Viceroy of India, a dis¬ 
tinguished Englishman.

This morning 
he wa* shown around town by the secre¬ 
tary to the Lieutenant-Governor and In¬ 
troduced to the Union Club. This even¬ 
ing be will be entertained at dinner at 
Government House by His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor. 

8tr Walter, who I* here on a pleasure 
trtp. has had a large experience In the 
India office, among the most Important 
of the position* he has held being that of 
secretary to the government of India and 
under secretary to the Punjaub govern¬ 
ment. He has been In the colonial ser¬ 
vice since 1879. ' 

Seen by a Times reporter this after¬ 
noon, he, with that diffidence characteris¬ 
tic of some of those who have occupied 
high places, was disposed to avoid the 
uewapaper Interview, but was at length 
persuaded to say a few words concerning 
himself and his visit to this province. 

In connection with his Indian service, 
he added the Information that he had re¬ 
sided there for some twenty-one years, 
and during this time had visited every 
part of the Empire. In 1896 he acted as 
chief of-staff to the Prince of Wales’ In¬ 
dian tour. At the present time Sir Walter 
Is connected with a commlrslon which Is 
Inquiring Into the administration of In¬ 
dian railways with a view of determining 
whether any modifications are advisable 
in ths department of finance. 

As a member of a sub-committee ap¬ 
pointed by this commission. Sir Walter 
will re-vlalt India immediately after hla 
return-to the OJd Country, and will con¬ 
duct special Inquiries there. Including the 
taking of evidence In Ita behalf. 

This morning Sir Walter visited Esqui¬ 
mau and viewed the navy yards. He 
was closeted most of the morning with 
friends In hla room at the hotel. This Is 
his first visit to Western Canada. He 
came from Liverpool to Montreal and 
thence to Vancouver over the C. P. R.

BARR COLONISTS 
ARE DOING WELL 


Corporal of North West Mounted 
Police Tells of Prosperity 
in Far Off C<ty. 


The Barr colonlata are doing well and 
many of them are becoming rich as the 
result of their Industry. Mr. A. N. 
Nicholson, a corporal In the' Northwest 
Mounted Police, has Just arrived In the 
city from Lloydmlnster. According to 
this gentleman, the town has a popula¬ 
tion of about fifteen hundred people, 
mostly English, and is particularly pro¬ 
gressive. having Ita own electric lighting 
and telephone systems, and all the con¬ 
veniences which go to the making of nn 
up-to-date town. It was named after 
Archdeacon Lloyd, who placed the men 
sent out by Barr. Although the latter 
turned out to be a rogue, the plan was a 
good one, and has succeeded wonderfully 
well. The colonist* suffered some hard¬ 
ships at first, but they have become ac¬ 
customed to the country and Its ways, 
and to-day. although they have been 
there but four years, many of them are 
acquiring considerable wealth. 

Mr, Nicholson has served five years In 
the police, and Is so pleased with the. 
work that he has re-joined. He Is in 
charge of the Lloydmlnster station, with 
divisional headquarters at Battleford. 
His work conalnta chiefly In relieving dis¬ 
tress In the outlying districts. As an In¬ 
stance of the kind of work he undertakes, 
he told of riding up to a house last winter 
when the thermometer registered fifty 
below zero. The man and wife and three 
children were In bed. living on oatmeal. 
They had neither coal nor wood In the 
houae and had been without these com¬ 
modities for two weeks. He reported the 
case immediately and relief was sent. 

It must not be thought from this that 
there Is any great amount of hardship In 
the country- The difficulty is that people 
come out and take up land without any 
capital at all. and without any knowledge 
of the country and Its needs. Under these 
circumstances they are bound to suffer 
during the first winter. 

Mr. Nicholson Is a son of T. A. Nichol¬ 
son. of ”Roaeberry.” Royal Oak. He Is 
staying at the 8t. Francis hotel.

TEUCER ARRIVES. 

One hundred and fiftj’-slx Japanese 
arrived from Kobe, by the Teucer last 
night as well as ten Chinese. The ves¬ 
sel would have brought more but there 
Is a regulation In force similar to that 
adopted by the British board of trade 
allowing as many passengers to sail on 
a ship as can be accommodated by the 
boats swinging on the davits and no 
more. The boats on the upper decks 
do not count. The captain also report¬ 
ed a large number more Japanese com¬ 
ing on the steamer Woolwich. ( 

Six new freight steamers are being 
built by the Alfred Holt company to 
run on schedule between Liverpool and 
Yokohama. They are to be faster than 
those now on the route and superior In 
ever- way. 

The Teucer has a considerable 
amount of cargo for Victoria, about 
one thousand tons in all. Included In 
whioh was a thirty ton boiler for the 
B. C. Marine Railway Company. For 
Vancouver she brought 2800 tons of 
silk, tea and general merchandise. She 
left this morning for the Sound. 

QUARANTINE ORDER. 

Owing to the prevalence of bubonic 
plague In San Fr&nclaco, Dr. Watt, 
quarantine officer, has isfusd orders 
that all vessels coming from the Bay 
city to British Columbia must call at 
ths William Head quarantine station 
for inspection. While at the wharf, 
vessels must use the rat-funnels on 
their hawsers, now in use at San 
Francisco and the £ound ports. 

While Dr. Watt Is taking precau¬ 
tionary measures It Is rt6t expected 
that stricter regulations will be found 
necessary. All vessels calling at the 1 


station will be examined and. should 
any sign of plague be found or should 
t'he quarantine officers deem it neces¬ 
sary. each ship will be fumigated. 
Otherwise they will be allowed to pro¬ 
ceed to dock. At present all vessels 
leaving San Francisco are being fumi¬ 
gated and inspected so that there is 
only a slight possibility that the dis¬ 
ease will be carried out of the city. ^ 

STOWAWAYS ON BOARD. 

Steamer Antllochus of the Blue Fun¬ 
nel line sailed from the* outer wharf 
this morning for Yokohama en route to 
Liverpool. She carried on board a 
Japanese stowaway who had been 
brought to port yesterday evening by 
the Teucer and was ordered deported 
by Dr. Milne, medical Inspector and 
Immigration official at this port. There 
was also another stowaway reported 
on the Teucer but a lengthy hunt 
failed to discover his whereabouts. The 
officers of Immigration ot Seattle have 
been advised of his presence on board 
the vessel and should b* be captured 
there he will be deported. 

BUOYS RECOVERED. 

The ten buoys which went adrift 
from the tuf Storm King, while cross¬ 
ing ths Streits of Gedrgla during the 
heavy gale on Thursday last have sil 
been recovered. The buoys were lost 
through the breaking of the connecting 
chain. They grouiyled on the Sand 
Heads gad have since been picked up 
In an apparently uninjured condition. 
The buoys have been brought to Vic¬ 
toria by the tugs Storm King and 
Trader. The locations for these aids 
*;to navigation have hot yet been deter¬ 


mined. but they are to be placed In 
position on the west coast of the 
Island and along the Mainland. 

MARINE NOTES. 

The steamer City of Puebla left San 
Francisco to-day. resuming her run on 
the Victoria route. 8he replaces the 
steamer Sonoma which Is no longer 
under charter to tip Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company.

COLIN WINS FUTURITY. 

An under-sized gray bearded old man 
stood on top of the grand stand at 
Sheepshead Bay. New York, last Satur¬ 
day afternoon, shortly after 4 o'clock, 
and watched through glasses with 
hands that never trembled, a cloud of 
dust far down the straight course ma¬ 
terialize Into a flying band of thorough¬ 
bred race horses. 

All about him were men and women, 
some shouting at the top of their voices, 
others shaking with excitement and 
still others swearing and praying, but 
not with a muscle moving to show the 
strain he himself was under, the old 
man watched a grand looking brown 
colt come out of the bunch at the 
elbow In the track less than a quarter 
of a mile from home and shoot to 
the front like an express train passing 
an humble freight. 

Frantic shouts of “Colin wins,” “It’s 
Colin In a gallop," fell apparently on 
deaf ears, but not until the brown colt 
had passed the Judge’s stand a length 
and a half ahead of hls ne&'est com¬ 
petitors did the old man drop hls 
glasses. Then he turned with an al¬ 
most boyish smile on hls face to grasp 
the hands of men and women, some 
hls friends and others strangers, who 
hurled congratulations at him. 

The old man was James R. Keene, 
veteran financier, who had risked for¬ 
tunes time and again in the street and 
lost thousands without the slightest 
tremor of an eyelash. 

With a home-bred colt the vice-chair¬ 
man of the Jockey Club had succeeded 
In landing the richest prize of the 
American turf, the 360,000 Futurity, and 
although the son of Commando-Pastor- 
ella was put to a hard drive to win’at 
the end for the first time since he 
has been to the races his wind was 
true and he showed that ha Is beyond 
question the best two-year-old In train¬ 
ing At the. present time. Only one of 
those that finished behind him has any 
license to. be classed with him. That is

Mr. Logan 
suggested this to the railway company 
some time ago, and received word yes¬ 
terday from the superintendent that it 
would be done. It Is the Intention to 
put on the regular milk and cream car 
to carry these products to Vancouver 
at a regular time each day and another 
car to carry fruit from the local sta¬ 
tions between North Bend and Van¬ 
couver. The train will start from North 
Bend eorly In the morning, reaching 
Vancouver about 10 o’clock. At pres¬ 
ent the people along this route depend 
altogether on the transcontinental ser¬ 
vice for accommodation. 

The scheme initiated by the Stock 
Breeders’ Association some time ago 
for advertising pure bred stock Is be¬ 
ing taken advantage of to a consider¬ 
able extent.

The incoming council would then 
have nothing to do but strike the rate 
as soon as It was seated, and the taxes 
could be collected by the time the esti¬ 
mates were prepared. The council 
would then have the whole year’s pro¬ 
gramme of expenditure before It. More¬ 
over It would save $5,000 a year now be¬ 
ing paid as interest on notes. 

Aid. Hanna thought the proposal a ! 
good one. He favored its adoption by 
the council. 

Aid. Fullerton also thought the plan 
a sensible one. He asked If it would 
be possible for the assessor to prepare 
the roll n ext year to enable the collec¬ 
tion of taxes to take place by the 1st 
of July. 

The Mayor stated that this could be 
dope, but Mr. Northcott would need as¬ 
sistance. As It was the assessor's 
office had more work to do, compara¬ 
tively speaking, than any other In the 
city hall. 

Aid. Verrlnder asked If It would be 
advisable to make the change so quick¬ 
ly. He thought the scheme was a good 
one, but that the council fix a double 
assessment, one In June and the other 
In October. This would be easier on 
the taxpayers. It would be no hard¬ 
ship to them to pay their taxes at the 
begiplnhg of the year. Moreover they 
would be saving $5,000 a year for the 
city. He did not think that m«ny peo¬ 
ple would favor the 1 double assessment. 

Aid. Henderson said that he had a 
better scheme. Each outgoing council 
should leave sufficient money In the 
exchequer to keep the Incoming coun¬ 
cil in funds until the year's taxes were 
collected.

Aid. Hanna's motion to provide fo.* 
the leasing of the water-front lot at 
the end of Queen's avenue to the 
Taylor Mills, and Lemon, Gonnason 
Companies, was not seconded at the 
council session last night, and, as there 
seemed to be considerable misunder¬ 
standing prevalent among the aider- 
men, the matter was left over for a 
week. The aldermen displayed a lack 
of Intelligence regarding the steps 
taken by the council of two years ago 
In reference to the land in question, 
and the streets committee was Anally 
instructed tovygde through the corres¬ 
pondence relative to the acquisition of 
the title by the city and the former 
arrangements, if any, made bet wee i 
the companies and the council lot 
leasing of the* lot. 

A petition was received from a num¬ 
ber of property-owners protesting 
against any lease being executed by 
the mill companies. It was as fol¬ 
lows; 

Gentlemen:—Re proposed lease of the 
west end of Queen's avenue, we under¬ 
stand property owners fronting on and in 
the vicinity of Queen's avenue, near Its 
Junction with Rock Bay, request the 
council to refrain from leasing to the 
Taylor Mill and the Lemon '& Gonnason 
companies, or to any other person or com¬ 
pany, the foreshore rights abutting on 
said averiue, or any part of said avenue, 
for the following, amongst many other, 
reasons: 

JL It will have the effect of depreciating 
ihe existing and prospective value of our 
property. 

2 . It will greatly Increase the danger 
from Are, peculiar to manufactories of 
this nature, as shown by the high rates 
of insurance they have to carry, vis., 10 
per cent., the proposed lease having the 
effect of coupling up two extremely dan¬ 
gerous risks, making each more of a 
menace to the other, and a greater gen¬ 
eral menace to surrounding property, and 
the city as a whole. 

3. Right of access to the bay from 
streets terminating on such is an inherent 
right of the public, but especially of the 
’surrounding property owners, and should 
not be alienated. 

We would call the attention of the 
council to the fact that of 14 streets 
which should extend westerly to the 
water (Included kn the distance from the 
post office to Queen's avenue), excepting 
narrow alleys at Johnson and Yates 
streets, only Queen's avenue. Discovery 
and Herald remain; the two last named 
being difficult of approach. We further 
respectfully request the council to extend 
the sewer at this point to deep water to 
abate the nuisance caused thereby, and 
to maintain a fairway across the bay 
from Government street to a Junction 
with the inner harbor and Victoria Arm 
for the use of the public generally, and to 
encourage and facilitate manufacturers 
of all kinds, present and prospective, who 
may desire to make use of It, and to in¬ 
sist on the streets in the aforesaid vicin¬ 
ity being kept clear of all obstructions.

City Solicitor Mason stated that the 
council of two years ago settled with 
Ihe companies to lease the lot Jointly 
to them, the total rental to be $100 a 
year. Plans were made by the city 
engineer and a 10 foot way was left 
for the construction of a sewer. The. 
lease was not granted owing to the 
title not being received from the Do¬ 
minion government at that time.- 

Mayor Morley expressed the opinion 
that the city should keep all street 
ends touching the water-front for its 
own use. He thought they were 
streets and could be used for no other 
purpose. 

Aid. Vincent and -•Aid. Henderson 
agreed with the Mayor that the 
streets could not be used for any 
other purpose than that for which 
they were constructed. 

None of the aldermen knew very 
much about the history of the case 
tgnd expressed their ignorance frankly.

PROPOSED MERGER. 


Peter Levelle's application for a permit 
to construct twenty-six cabins under one 
roof on Chatham street was last evening 
refused by the city council, a largely 
signed petition being received protesting 
against the projected structure. At the 
last meeting of the council the building 
Inspector. W. W. Northcott, reported 
that he had refused a permit to Mr. 
Levelle on the grounds that such a build¬ 
ing as he wished to t>ut up was of a very- 
low order and would be detrimental to 
the whole-neighborhood. The matter was 
laid over for a week to allow of petitions 
against it being sent to Lit© council. 

The long petition below, stating very 
emphatically the reasons of the petition¬ 
ers for protesting, was "reived and read. 
Upon motion the council derided to sus¬ 
tain Phe decision of the building Inspector. 
The petition reads as follows: 

Gentlemen:—The undersigned property 
owners and residents of a portion of the 
city, lying east of Douglas street and 
north of Flsguard street, have learned 
from the newspaper report of the last 
meeting of the council that an application 
has been made to your honorable body by 
one Peter Levelle for permission to erect 
a two story scries of cabins, under one 
roof, oh lot Iff, Chat ham street. 

Your petitioners desire t<j enter their 
protest against the granting of this ap¬ 
plication. which, we understand, has been 
very properly refused by the building In¬ 
spector. upon the following grounds: 

The section of the city In question Is a 
residential section—one of home* and 
families, and the buildings there are for 
the most part neat and attractive cot¬ 
tages. among which are a number of 
superior residences. 

The building proposed to be erected Is 
of the lowest class of hAbltable buildings 
known In the clty.^jind no one will for a 
moment contend that It Is a desirable ad¬ 
dition In any residential locality such as 
that selected. Such buildings are usually 
occupied by unmarried men or disreput¬ 
able women. 

Your petitioners beg to submit: 

1. That the character of the building. 
Irrespective of that of Its prospective oc¬ 
cupants, should, of itself, be sufficient to 
bar It from the neighborhood as being 
undesirable and a decided detriment to 
the property by which It would be sur¬ 
rounded. 

2. Again, there is nothing to prevent the 
proposed building from being used for 
disreputable purposes. This also should 
InAuenc© your honorable .body In protect¬ 
ing the undersigned by refusing the ap¬ 
plication of'the said Peter Levelle. 

Your petitioners further respectfully 
submit that It would be very unfair to 
them to allow .the erection of a structure 
of the nature proposed and In a locality 
where a very large majority of the resi¬ 
dents thereof are opposed to It. 

Your petitioners therefore look to your 
honorable body to prevent the possibility 
of such detriment and damage being done 
their property as Is above referred to, by 
refusing the application. ^

Epidemic in State of New York—Hunt' 
lng For Germ. 


New York. Sept. 4.—A scientific hunt 
for the infantile paralysis germ has 
begun in this city. The hunt was 
brought about by epidemics of infan¬ 
tile paralysis which have occurred In 
several localities within a radius of 200 
miles of New .York. Several hundred 
cases are under treatment In this city 
alone. While Infantile paralysis does 
not often prove fatal. It Is one of the 
most serious of Illnesses, because It 
usually leaves the patient a cripple for 
life. A plan of campaign has been 
mapped out by Dr. J. F. Terrlberry, 
neurologist to the hospital of the New 
York Society for the relief of the rup¬ 
tured and crippled, which plan Is ex¬ 
pected to pave the way for the bacteri¬ 
ologists. Dr. Terriberry's plan Is for 
physicans In towns and villages 
throughout the country to make full re¬ 
ports of the Infantile paralysis epi¬ 
demics In their territories. He suggests 
that such reports would do much to¬ 
ward establishing at least the usual 
surroundings In which the disease oc¬ 
curs most frequently, and will give an 
idea of the conditions in which the 
germs flourish.

'ous Copipoeer Pass^i Away at 
Bergen ^ft mg a Brief Illness. 


Washington. Sept. 3.—Bids were 
opened at the navy department to-day 
for the construction of five torpedo 
boat destroyers, under the terms of 
Naval Appropriations Act of 1906 and 
1907. The limit of cost in this act was 
fixed at $ 800,000 for each boat and uo 
bidder wus authorized to receive con¬ 
tracts for more than two of them. The 
new boats do not embody in their de¬ 
signs any' startling departures In 
naval construction. In one sense the 
designs appear reactlonery, 'tor the 
maximum speed required Is placed at 
25 knots per hour, wjiereas some of tho 
boats contracted several yeare ago 
were obliged to show a trial speed of 
over 30 knots. But these 28 knot 
boats are expected to be much more 
serviceable craft than the early types, 
commanders having Invariably report¬ 
ed In favor of structural strength, 
stability and coal endurance, os 
against high speed. 

The lowest bids were those of Wil¬ 
liam Cramp & Son. Shipbuilding Com* 
pany of Philadelphia for two boats at 
$576,000 each, The Bath Iron Works of 
Maine, two boats at $584,000 each and 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Company, 
Quincy, Mass., one boat $648,000. 


Bergen. Norway, Sept. 4.—Edward 
Hagerup Grieg, the composer, died 
here this morning. He Intended sail¬ 
ing for Christiania yesterday and his 
baggage was already on board a steam¬ 
er when he complained of feeling 111 
and the symptoms appeared serious. 
He was removed to a hospital where 
he died. 1 

Grieg had be<*n weak for some years, 
necessitating the greatest care of his 
health. He leaves a widow, who was 
well known as an Interpreter of his 
works, but no children. Among his 
works was Peer Gynt. an Opera on 
which the play of that name produced 
by th° late Richard M&nsfleld, In 
March last, was founded. He was dis¬ 
tinctly a Scandinavian composer and 
his striving after nationalism In music 
resulted In his giving a decided Scan¬ 
dinavian coloring to many of his com¬ 
positions. His death*is considered here 
to be a national loss.

CONTRACTUAL DEBT8. 


Gen. "Porter's Proposal Approved 
Committee of the Peace Con¬ 
ference. 


SMASH IN DISHES 


The Hague. Sept. $.—Gen. Horae* 
Porter, of the American delegation to 
the peace conference, lead his pro¬ 
posal for the collection of contractual 
debts to practically unanimous ap¬ 
proval to-day by the committee of ex-' 
amlnation and at the conclusion of 
the meeting he was the recipient of 
many congratulations upon the suc¬ 
cess of his efforts. 

The Importance of this proposition, 
he pointed out. lies in the principle 
which It establishes rather than in Its 
practical application which may be 
very seldom. 

Gen. Porter met all the objections 
raised -with ready argument and 
brought all the countries represented 
debtor as well as creditor countries 
Into line, with the single exception of 
Swltserland which Is neither a debtor 
nor a creditor country. There Is rea¬ 
son to believe, however, that the Swiss 
government will sign In convention the 
reserve regarding Jurisdiction. 

Dr. Rago, while he cast the Argen¬ 
tine’s vote in favor of Gen. Porter's 
propoftBt for the reason that It estab¬ 
lishes obligatory arbitration In mat¬ 
ters j-elatlng to contractual debt, de¬ 
clared tho Argentine maintained her 
original position on the proposition. 

In substance, the proposal says that 
the signatory powers agree noC' r 3o 
have recourse to armed forceyfor the 
recovery of contractual debtor but* that 
the stpulatlon Is not applicable, when 
the debtor state refuses oe/leaves un¬ 
answered an offer of arbitration or In 
case of Its acceptance, makes a conclu¬ 
sion or compromise Impoeslble or 
after arbitration falls to conform to 
the award. £ *
